To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens oy 
the Town of Prospect: GREETINGS: 


As I take my pen in hand, this pleasant February morn- 
ing, to make my annual report as your Superintendent of 
Schools, I would like to have an individual talk with each 
of you. I would like to tell you the aims of the school de- 
partment, that we are attempting to teach skills in reading, 
writing and arithmetic; to teach the boys and girls the 
meaning of geography and history in such a way that our 
beloved country shall not know the horrors which countries 
across the seas are now experiencing; that we would help 
them to become good citizens and establish healthy, happy 
families. Only by such teaching can our democracy con- 
tinue. 

Due to resignations we opened schools in September with 
an entirely new corps of teachers. We were fortunate to 
secure good teachers for our schools. Merle Rainey, one 
of our local boys, a two year student from Castine State 
Normal School is doing excellent work in the Clark school; 
Miss Ellen Perry of Carmel, a teacher of training and 
experience has conducted a very good school, with a large 
enrollment, at the Marsh school; Miss Charlotte Folsom of | 
Brewer, a three year graduate in 1940 from Castine, voted 
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the outstanding student of her class by Faculty vote, is 
teaching the Ferry school. She has brought a freshness 
of vision and fine teaching to this school; Miss Ellen Blod- 
gett of Portland, a graduate of Columbia University, a 
teacher of good training and experience is doing a most ex- 
cellent bit of work in giving our school children a 1 knowl: 
edge of and love for good music. 

Enrollment of schools and average attendance for the last 
school year as follows: 


Clark School: Enrollment, 21; average attendance for 
year 19.92. 

Ferry School: Enrollment, 23; average attendance for 
_year 20.74. | 

Marsh School: Enrollment, 42; average attendance for 
year 30.35. 


Once again the Clark school leads the town in average 
attendance. The parents of the children in this school are 
to be commended for the regular attendance and very few 
tardy marks which these children receive. You will notice 
that the Ferry school also had a very satisfactory average 
attendance for the year. The Clark school will find them a 
close second this year. 

Our high school pupils are enrolled in the schools of 
Bucksport, Frankfort, Stockton Springs and Winterport. 
The students attending high school have dropped out of 
school in many cases. This should cause us serious con- 
cern. They most certainly ought to continue at least 
through the secondary school. 

Our textbooks are being put into very good shape. We 
believe that they will compare favorably with most small 
towns in the State. They are modern, attractive, useable 
and suited to the needs of the children. It is planned that 
more reading material can be purchased next year. This 
is needed as our children do not have access to a public 
library. The work in reading is being very well taught in 
the schools. 
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The new, double-hung curtains at the Ferry school have 
proven the wisdom of buying this type of curtain. By this 
arrangement each window always gives the maximum 
amount of light. Children’s eye-sight is a particular care 
of each teacher in our schools. A cement foundation, below 
frost level, was put under the school building at the Marsh. 
This work had long been needed. It is planned that next 
year the ceiling is to be painted at the Ferry school and a 
new ceiling at the Marsh school. That ceiling was made 
- of matched boards which have cracked, split and opened so 
that there is considerable loss of heat. Minor repairs will 
be made on all three buildings. It seems wise to make these 
major repairs now before building materials and labor 
prices go any higher. 

Prospect citizens generously raise funds for their schools. 
The last two years we made a considerable reduction in our 
askings and again this year we ask for $200.00 less in ap- 
propriations. This reduction works harm to us in another 
way however. Due to the fact that we raised less school 
money in 1940 than in 1939, in December, 1941 we will re- 
ceive $405.00 less from the State Equalization Fund than 
we received in December, 1940. Therefore our present 
balance in school accounts will be wiped out next year.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Prospect: GREETINGS: 


For the fifth consecutive year it is my pleasant duty to 
present to you this annual report for your consideration. 
Only by such continuous service is it possible to accomplish 
the best results. 


CHANGES—Due to the continued absence of Mr. Orren 
Smart, a valued member of the School Committee, it was 


thought wise to elect some person to the Committee. It was — 


felt that the Clark neighborhood should be represented and 
Mrs. Albin Clark was appointed to serve until the annual 
town meeting. It will therefore be needful to elect two 
members to the Superintending School Committee, one for 
three years now Mrs. Harding and one member for one year 
to succeed Mr. Orren Smart whose year was finished by 
Mrs. Clark. Regretfully we must report that we opened 
school with an entire staff of new teachers. Mr. Kenneth. 
Matthews as Supervisor of Music; Mrs. Glenys Gibson at 
the Ferry School; Mrs. Viola Eames Downes at the Marsh 
School and Miss Virginia Pickering at the Clark School. 
These teachers have done very fine work in each instance. 


_ It is our desire to retain their services. Any one of them 


could easily have obtained a better paying position many 
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times during the year. We greatly appreciate and value 
their loyalty. . . 

ENROLLMENT—Once again the Clark School leads in 

average attendance for the past year with the Ferry School 
a close second. One of these days the Ferry School will 
catch up with the' Clark School. The attendance has been 
much better this year at the Marsh School, they will give 
the other two schools a close run next year. We are en- 
couraged by such gains. - 
HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS—Our High School students 
are enrolled as follows: six in Stockton Springs, three at 
Winterport and two at Bucksport. None of these will grad- 
~ uate in 1942 and there will be three additional pupils enter- 
ing High School next fall so that next year we will have 
- fourteen High School students to pay tuition for. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES—We are continuing to . 


improve our textbooks and these are put to good use by 
well-trained teachers and intelligently used by the pupils. 
We are trying to build a small library in each school as 
there is not a town library available to the pupils. The 
schools are well furnished with an adequate amount of 
supplies, and teaching equipment well above the average 
for a town of this size. In this we take pride. 


REPAIRS—At the Clark school the foundations of all 
buildings were repaired, bushes were cut and some grading 
done about the building. At the Ferry school the steel 


ceiling was washed and painted two coats of durable paint. 


This building should be painted on the inside. At the Marsh 
school a new celatex ceiling was put up and painted two 
coats as recommended last year. As it came time to do 
this work we careful!y considered the advisability and less 
cost of installing electric lights at the same time rather 
than in the future. This was done io the general =atisfac- 
tion of school and community. 

The School Department is seeking to assemble a complete 
file of Prospect town reports. Many times we are asked 
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for the recoids of teachers trying io get a pension cnd these 
reports must be available. They will be bound and always 
available to any interested person. Mr. and Mrs. H. A. 
Blanchard, also Mr. and Mrs. John Thompson have gen- 
erously given their town reports for this purpose. We 
now have a complete file from 1912, but only a very few 
before that time. The oldest report in our files was in 1894. 
At that time there were eight schools in town. That year 
the Spring and Fall terms in District 3 were taught by the 
late Mrs. Flora Haley Ward, who was a valued teacher in 
our schools for many years. She taught in District Number 
Three that year. In 1894 Mr. W. H. Ginn was Sin he 
of Schools with $91.50 salary. 


PROBLEMS—Next year teachers will be scarce and. 


wages will be high. Teachers will not come to the rural 
schools from preference. We must therefore make our 
proposition as attractive as possible for our teachers next 
year. A new roof is much needed on the Marsh school 
building. All three of our buildings need new stoves. Those 
now in use are a very real fire hazard. 

We have had a good year in all of our schools. Atten- 


dance has been good, the parents have been co-operative, 


the teachers have done faithful work and the Superintend- 
ing School Committee has given conscientious service to 
every school. The Committee recommends the following 
budget for 1942-1943: ;

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Prospect, GREETINGS: — 


For the fifth consecutive year it becomes my pleasurable 
duty to present this school report for your consideration. 


CHANGES 


We were more fortunate than most towns in that only 
one of our schools required a new teacher in September. 
Mrs. Glenys Gibson, who had taught so successfully at the 
Ferry School did not return and Mrs. Eleanor Merrithew 
Stanley was engaged for the school. She left in the late 
Fall to join her physician husband who had moved to an- 
other locality. Mrs. Bertha Avery, a valued member of 
the School Committee was elected as teacher at the Ferry. 
This made needful the appointment of another member to 
the Committee and Mrs. Sarah Dunnaver, a mother of 
school children in the Clark neighborhood, was appointed 
to the position on the Committee. 

We were fortunate to have been able to have retained the 
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services of such competent teachers as Mrs. Viola Downes 
and Mrs. Virginia Pickering Gross for the other schools. 
We cannot close this section on teachers without remember- 
ing that two of our former teachers, home-town boys, are 
now with the armed forces, namely Vincent Gray and Merle | 


_ Rainey. These boys did good work for us. We wish them 


God-speed and a safe return. 


ATTENDANCE 


Last year we predicted that “one of these days the Ferry 
School will catch up with the Clark School in average at- 
tendance.”” This is the year. The Ferry School leads with 
an average attendance of 76.94% in attendance, the Clark 
School with 76.57% and the Marsh School with 72.06%. 
As you can readily see, the attendance at the Marsh School 
is much better than in former years. Who will lead next 
year ? | 


HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 


Our High School students are enrolled in the following 
schools: Three at Stockton Springs, three at Winterport 
and four at Bucksport. We expect Genevieve Snow and 
Rosella Reibel to graduate this year in 1943 and the follow- 
ing eighth grade students have indicated their desire to 
attend High School next September: Maxine Dunnaver, 
Lucille Harriman, Mary Reibel, Katherine Servisky and 
John Smith. Therefore we will have more pupils in High 
School next year than we have had this year. That is a 
good thing for any town. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Teachers and pupils alike, make good use of the teaching 
equipment and supplies furnished to them. The schools take 
much pride in their steadily growing libraries.

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REPAIRS 


We did not spend much on repairs this year, the largest 
single item was for a new stove at the Clark School. The 
lights installed in the Marsh School building have already 
repaid the initial cost of installation. It is good to have 
lights in this town-owned building. We are still working 
on the files for town reports. The following issues are 
missing from our files: 1883, 91, 92, ?93, 1901, ’05, ’11, and 


1912. Citizens who will donate these reports will serve the 


town if they will communicate with the Superintendent Yof 
Schools. 
PROBLEMS 


Again this year we must choose two members for the 
Superintending School Committee. Mr. Charles Gray was 
only elected for one year at last town meeting, that necessi- 


tates an election. Mrs. Dunnaver was an appointee, so 


that she will come up for re-election for one year to fill ane 
the unexpired term of Mrs. Bertha Avery. 


The loss, by fire, of the Ferry School building was keenly 


felt. School officials and citizens rallied to meet the need 
and with only a loss of one week, the school was re- -opened. 
The Superintending School Committee feels that we cannot 
continue to pay such high rent after the close of school 
in June. 

It would not appear wise at this time to rebuild at the 
Ferry. Building materials are high-priced and difficult to 
obtain. Some materials will not be available at all. Com- 
petent carpenters are likewise hard to find and then only at 
high wages. Furthermore, the post-war period may include 
Federal Government undertakings to build school buildings. 
If so, we should certainly wait until that time. In view of 


these considerations, the Committee has asked for the 


following article to be placed in the town warrant: 
““Article—to see if the town will vote to instruct the Sup- 


- erintending School Committee to use the insurance money | 
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29 
received from the Ferry School to pay rent or repairs as 


needed.” | 
We have experienced another great loss. School officials 


have constantly advised us not to cut school appropriations 
_ too much or we would lose the Equalization money we have 


been receiving from the State. This has happened. Where- 
as in December, 1942 we received $581.00 from the State 
Equalization Fund, in December, 1948, we will not receive 
a single dollar. After careful consideration, the School 
Committee has recommended the following budget for 


1943-1944: 
Elementary Schools $2,400.00 
Secondary Tuition 500.00 
Supplies | 75.00 
Textbooks 75.00 


You will notice that the usual article calling for Repairs, 
Insurance and Miscellaneous, has been omitted. This seems 
to have been covered by the Article relating to the use of 
the insurance money. 

We do gratefully recognize the fine service given by. the 
members of the Superintending School Committee, the 
hearty cooperation. of all town officials and the helpfulness 
of citizens in all of these problems which so greatly con- 
cern us.
